THE OXNARD CLAIM. 


Senator Manderson Makes an Argu- 
ment Before Secretary Carlisie. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT,) 
WASHINGTON, Nov.. 9.—Secretary 
Carlisle today heard an oral argument. 
by Senator Manderson of Nebraska on 
behalf of the Oxnard Beet-sugar Com- 
pany in support of its claim for $11,782,

“I think that the elections just held 
have demonstrated beyond the possi- 
bility of any doubt whatever thatthe 
issue in the campaign of 1896 will be 
flatly between the champions of gold 
and silver; that finance and not tariff 
is to be the only question and that it 
= no longer be settled within rarty 

es. 

“The gold and silver men knifed each 
Other in these elections regardless of 
party. It is an object lesson to silver 
men all over the nation. If the battle 
between metals be not forced row on 
a straight issue and along unmistak- 
able lines, the gold brokers of London 
and New York will dominate the gov- 
ernment of the country for the next 
four years also, whichever of the two 
old parties wins. 

“The best thing for the silver men 
to do is to get together at Chicago and 
outline a plan of organization for a 
completely separate and independent 
party. The people have been pretty 
well educated and they now know quite 
well what free and unlimited ccinage 
of silver means to their business inter- 
ests. In my opinion a distinctively sil- 
ver party could win.” 

THE TEXAS WOOL-GROWERS. 

SAN ANGELO (Tex.,) Nov. 9.—At the 
atinttel meeting of the Texas Wool- 
growers’ Association strong resolutions 
declaring for a protective tariff on wool 
were adopted unanimously. 
PROBABLE FINANCIAL LEGISLA- 

TION. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—In speaking 
of the probable financial legislation at 
the next session of Congress, President 
A. B. Hepburn of the Third National 
Bank and former Comptroller of the 
Treasury, said: 

“From talks with Representative 
Reed, Senator Carter and others the 
general idea seems to be to pass a rev- 
enue bill covering lumber, wool and 
beer, so as to furnish the required rev- 
enue. Then, if the bill is-vetoed by the 
President, they will be able to throw 
the reasons for its failure upon him. 
In the meantime we may have to have 
another issue of bonds. Secretary Car- 
lisle, I understand, is going to propose 
specific legislation in order to place the 
responsibility upon Congress.” 


CANNON ON THE TARIFF. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Congressman Jo- 
seph G. Cannon of the Danville dis- 
trict, who has been spending several 
| days in Chicago, left for Washington 
today. Before leaving the Congressman 
talked of the prospective work of Con- 
gress. 

“I do not think,” he said, “that there 
will be any genera! revision of the’ tar- 
iff. In fact, I do not see how it can be 
expected with the House Republican, 
the Senate havi neither party in the 
majority and the Executive Democratic. 
I think if we can get through our work 
and have Congress adjourn by June 1 it 
will be doing the country a service 
which business men will appreciate.”’ 

“Will not the government need more 
revenues ?”’ 

“Yes, sir; and will have to get those 
revenues through protective duties. If 
there was any probability that we could 
get laws on the statute books which 
would raise revenues enough to meet 
the expenses of the governmnt through 
increased customs duties, givine dis- 
criminating protection, I think the House 
ought $0 pass such laws. But with the 
political chaos which exists, it is a seri- 
ous question whether we ought: to pro- 
long the uncertainty for months.”’.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


The Canadian Line Encroaches on 
American Territory. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


World from Washington says that the 
State Department will t@day (Saturday) 
receive from Gen. Duffield, chief of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey in Alaska, 
a report which is the basis of the boun- 
dary-line claim of this government. 
The report will show that the Canadian 
line encroaches on American territory 
22% feet at the Forty-Mile Creek and 22 
feet at the marking point on the Yu- 
kon River. Ogilvie, the Canadian en- 
gineer who made the survey for the 
government, it is claimed, was too far 
by these distances in his calculations of 
the l4ist meridian. 

Ogilvie, who is a deputy land sur- 
veyor of Canada, made his calculation 
as to the points at which the 14lst me- 
ridian, which is the boundary-line, 
crossed the Yukon and Forty-Mile Creek 
solely by astronomical observations. 
The United States surveys used both 
the sextant and the theodolite and the 
result of both calculations was the 
same. The report will be used in the 
diplomatic correspondence that will 
probably be had with a view to deter- 
mining the exact boundary line. d 


BANQUET TO BARNEY. 


LONDON’S LORD MAYOR PUT HIS 
FOOT IN IT, 


The Press and Public of the British 
Capital Do not Take Kindly to 


the Official Indorsement of the 
"Kaffir Circus.” 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON,. Nov. 9%.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Lord Mayor Reynals has come 
in for some sharp criticism for a dinner 
which he gave this week to Barney 
Barnato as a testimonial of public zgrat- 
itude for his recent exploits in the stock 
market. What this illustrious Barney 
really did was to bify back £15,000,000 
werth of his stock at 60 per cent. of 
what he sold it for. According to the 
Lord Mayor, the country should do 
honor to this hero for having averted 
“what threatened to be a serious finan- 
cial crisis.” 

Such a testimonial at the Mansion 
House has heretofore been reserved for 
a rare honor to Englishmen who have 
done much and sacrificed much for 
their country. It is not surprising that 
the action of the Lord Mayor Waée 
deeply resented by all classes and his 
invitation was accepted by few finan- 
cia! leaders. The  Tithes cortectly 
voiced public opinion when it said yes- 
ter@ay: “The gentlemen present at the 
banquet dfd represent the city at 
all. Hardly a firm or a bank of im- 
portance put In an appearance, and the 
exceptions may. be easily explained by 
considerations artsing from the staunch 
clarnishness of the distinguished race 
to which Mr. Barnato,belongs.”’ 

It should be added that if the object 
of the banquet was to give Barnato a 
chance to revive public confidence in 
his scheme by high-faluting speeches 
about the golden laboratory of the 
world in South Africa, it utterly failed. 
The condition of the stock market yes- 
terday and today was the most dubious 


yet reached. The general alarm” over 


the foreign crisis was, of course, the 
chief cause, but the “Kaffir circus’’ 
suffers equally as much as any depart- 
ment. Today may, indeed, be fairly 
described panicky, and therefore un- 
reasoning. Nobody was able to say 
whether the Eastern crisis or the con- 
tinued collapse in running speculation 
was more potent cause. 

Barnato, by the way, did a very 
clever thing this afternoon in declaring 
himself in full accord with the senti- 
ments above quoted from the Times. 
“I want to get out of the blaze of pub- 


licity in which I have been living. You 
know I came here three months ago, 
and have been making a bit of a fuss... 
Well, now, I think it will be best for 
me to be quiet for six months or go. 
You understand?” 

The Westminster Gazette devotes its 
principal leader to the subject of the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet, and says: 
“There is one Englishman who success- 
fully combines in his own person two 
attractions which appeal strongest to 
Britishers—dollars and peerage—and 
when the Duke of Mariborough returns, 
bringing his sheaves with him, the 
new Lord Mayor should publicly - re- 
ceive him in the streets of London.” 
ANOTHER KIND OF A BANQUET. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Conspicuousamong 
the guests of the Lord-Mayor’s banquet 
were the Lord Chancellor, the Ke- 
corder, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
Lord James Horseford, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, the president of the 
Board of Trade and the president of 
the Board of Agriculture. The Marquis 
of Salisbury was among the last to ar- 
rive, and, as the Prime Minister is 
usually considered the guest of honor, 
soon after his arrival the trumpets 
sounded and _the march to the tables, 
spread in“the Guild Hall, began. 

The feature of the banquet was the 
enthusiastic manner with which the 
Marquis of Salisbury was received. 
When the Premier arose to speak the 
cheering lasted for several minutes. He 
began his address by saying that when 
he last spoke in London it was just 
after the general election, at which the 
electors had expressed their opinion on 
the subject of home rule, and he spoke 
tonight, after a still more decisive ex- 
pression of opinion given concerning 
that measure. The electors had spuken 
in terms which could not be mistaken, 
and all could rest assured that n> dis- 
memberment of the empire would be 
countenanced.” The position of the 
members of the House of. Lords had 
also been more exactly defined. The 
only passages which could be construed 
as aggressive. were his allusions to the 
East. Evidently referrimg to the recent 
reports in regard to Russia, the Pre- 
mier said: 

“We can equal any proposal that may 
be m2de as regards war or commerce 
in that direction, and we may Iccok 
with equanimity upon any person who 
thinks he can exclude us from that 'fer- 
tile region.”’ 

The other speeches of the evening 
were unimportant. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne responded for the army 
and navy; the Spanish Ambassador, for 
the Foreign ministers,and Lord R

Sir 
Phillip Curry, owing to the ill treatment 
of Armenians, has been decoreted with 
the grand cordon of the Osmanian Or- 
der “as a reward for good service.” Th's 
step is considered not only as an open 
and distinct mark of approval of the 
fll treatment of Armenians, but as a 
deliberate snub to Great Britain. In 
addition to the décoration ~ bestowed 
upon Bahri Pasha the Official Gazette 
publishes a long list of names of Turk- 
ish officials in Armenia decorated by the 
Sultan for their “good services.” in fact, 
it almost seems as if the Sultan is 
openly defying the powers.

A Highly-important Communication 
from Maj.-Gen. Miles. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A Washington 
special to the Herald says that an Im- 
portant exposition of the defenseless 
position of the coasts of the United 
States is made by Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles in his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of War. This report is the first 
that Gen. Miles has submitted in his 
capacity of “Major-General Command- 
ing the Army,” and considerable space 
is given up to the necessity of takiag 
sume steps to protect the seacoast. 

It has been estimated to fortify alt 
our coasts would cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $125,000,000. To put the Pacific 
Coast in a proper condition of defense 
require in the neighborhood of 

modern guns and mortars with their 
proper carriages and munitions. It has 
also been estimated that their cost 
would be something like $31,000,000. 
Gen. Miles has recommended in the 
past that $259,000 be appropriated to 
perfect titles to strategic points neces- 
sary to be occupied for the defense of 
the Pacific Coast; that $1,000,000 be ap- 
propriated for the establishment of a 
plamt to be constructed under the direc- 
tion of a board of officers of the army 
and navy to be ordered by the President 
for the construction of effective guns 
and war materials for both army and 
navy on the Western coast, and that 
$25,000,000, or such portion of it as could 
be utilized in four years, be authorized 
to be expended for the construction of: 
the most improved and effective guns 
and war materials as will be required 
on that coast. — 

It is believed that Gen. Miles makes 
recommendations of a somewhat simi- 
lar character in his annual report. He 
has also urged the appropriation of a 
lerge sum for the erection of fortifica- 
tions for the protection of the Atlantic 
Coast. Suggestions are also made with 
reference ‘to the Great Lakes.

The gravity of the political situation 
is recognized on all sides and therefore 
the speech which the Marquis of Salis- 
bury is to deliver at the Lord Mayor’s 
banquet at the Mansion House this 
evening is awaited with the greatest 
anxiety. This feeling of apprehension 
is not decreased by the fact that it is 
known that the naval estimates which 
will be presented to the House of Com- 
mons when that body reassembles_ will 
be of unprecedented magnitude and im- 
portance.

TURKEY AND DUNRAVEN. 


Extremes that Meet in the All<em- 
bracing Briten’s Mind. —

The political outlook in the Bast be- 

came more e¢Critical and complicated 

during. the latter part of the week. The 

Sultan seems to be defying the powers 

in bestowing decorations for “good 

services” upon the Turkish officials 
who are held responsible for the recent 
outrages In Armenia. The British Med- 
iterranean fleet near the Dardanelles is 
being strongly reinforced; Itallan Wwar- 
ships are said to be ready to Assist 
those of Great Britain in an emergency, 
and the division of the French fleet 
which cruises in the Levant in winter 
will start for those waters immediately, 

a month earlier than usual, 
The latest alarming reports from the 

far East are that the rebellion of the 
Dungans in the northwest of China is 
assuming alarming proportions. The 
rebels are Said to be armed with rifles 
of Russian manufacture, and their 
leader is reported to. have sent an wilti- 
matum to the imperial government at 
Peking, threatening to march on that 
capital if a favorable answer is not 
received. The imperial troops are 
stated to be pillaging towns and vil- 
lages, and littering the flelds with the 
bodies of men, women and children. It 
is not astonishing, under these. cir- 
cumstances, that the stock market 
closed very flat today; that the conti- 
nental bourses were in a panicky cén- 
dition, and that there was general de- 
cline in foreign funds. 

Every indication points to the fact 
that the affairs of Turkey are ap- 
proaching a crisis, and it is significant 
that only two solutions of the difficulty 
are discussed by the European press— 
the entire dismemberment of Turkey, 
or the deposition of the Sultan. The 
powers are now showing that they will 
no longer be hoodwinked by the Sul- 
tan’s promises, which are never in- 
tended to be kept. 

The final stage of the diplomatic 
pressure was reached when Germany, 
Austria and Italy, which had hitherto 
stood aloof, joined the other powers in 
a menacing note which has just been 
presented to the Sultan. The next step 
will undoubtedly be a conference of the 
representatives of the great powers, 
which will discuss not merely the ad- 
ministration of Armenia, but the fate 
of the Turkish empire. The powers are 
in complete unison, and. this fact is 
grasped everywhere, except at the 
Yildiz Kiosk, for the Sultan, in ap- 
pointing the Rifat Cabinet, composed 
of puppets and reactionists, is simply 
courting ruin. | 

Then there is the great shipbuiliing 
strike at Belfast dnd on the Clyde to 
trouble the British mind.

And yet these fellows 
are supposed to be trained waiters who 
have done nothing else all their lives 
and never expect to do anything else. 
The manager or “director’’ has little 
authority at this hotel, but has to sub- 
mit to a “control,” whatever that it. 

Many of the Berlin waiters can speak 
more or less English—generally less. 


London has thousands of young Ger+ [ Vérily, I believe a policeman would run 


man waiters who go over there and 
work around anywhere for next to 
nothing in the way of wages. When 
the German waiter has pickéd up a 
smattering of the Queen’s cockney he 
goes back to Germany and hires out 
along the line of American and English 
travel, where, with his faint knowledge 
of English he is enabled to secure 
higher compensation than his fellows. 
His vocabulary is rather limited and 
his few phrases are tinged with the 
strong accent of the Bow Bells district. 
His pet phrases are: 

“Coming, right away, sir.” 

“Beg pawdon.” 

“Hanything helse, sir?” 

“Yes,” (He never says “Yes, Sir.’’) 

“One portion, hor two?” 

“’Ow’ll you’ve it done, sir?” 

“Very well, sir,” and 

you, sir.’’ 

His superior linguistic ability is apt 
to make him more arrogant in his brief 
intercourse with the English-speaking 
tourist than the untraveled German 
waiter. He knows he is a somewhat 
scarce specimen of his kind and he is 
as independent as he dares to be with- 
out suaciute danger to his life and 
limb.

The first impression that one forms 
of this flat old town is that it is a tre- 
mendous city and full of interest. There 
are such vast numbers of fine build- 
ings devoted to imperial, to municipal, 
to industrfal, to educdiional, to art and 
palace-like residenti purposes, that 
the visitor feels that he is indeed in a 
in- 
numerable parks, public squares, and 
Places of public and private amuse- 
ment, but this first impression is by 
no means lasting. 

The facade of. nearly every public 
building in Berlin is bedecked with an 
elaborate, not to say huge and cum- 
brous, decoration composed mostly of 
a stucco, of apparentiy great perma- 
nence. One sees but few buildings with 
such absolutely plain fronts as one 
finds by the thousand in every Amer't- 
can city. There are comparatively few 
tall buildings, mor are there many 
places of residénce less than five stories 
high. Yet withal, despite the frontal 
elaboration, with the sense of solidity 
added, there is an awful tiresome ele- 
ment in the general construction. One 
feels a lack of individualism, a lack 
that seems an inherent quality of the 
social and political conditions of Ger- 
many. Only an infinitesimal proportion 
of the people of Berlin live in what we 
call private hotises. There is conges- 
tion everywhere, and even the rich hive 
together. Im the poorer localities it is 
like the tenement districts of New 
York, except that there is an almost 
entire lack of the outward symptoms 
of penury; of squalor there is, super- 
ficially, none. The government, strong 
to such a disagreeable extent in so 
many’ ways, here shows its power in 
a sanitary direction that seems well 
nigh perfection. And even in the poor- 
est localities the facades of the houses 
are bedecked with a prodigal orna- 
mentation that seems to mock the 
bareness, the poverty behind the street 
walls. Yet Berlin hasn't in its twenty- 
five square miles of territory as many 
modern improvements as any Ameri- 
can city of 50,000 people. 


“What wouldn’t I give for a good old- 
fashioned tough sirloin steak,” sighed 
De Ville, as we sat in the boudoir-like 
restaurant of the hotel.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. . 


TWO STORIES OF THE MAN AND PRESIDENT, SHOWING THE 
GENEROSITY OF HIS CHARACTER, 


4tHow He Spent a Summer’s Day Getting a Hearing at the Pension Office. 
A Minister Whom Lincoln Had Known Years Before, and 
Whom He Saved from Execution— Reminiscences of 
Gen. Hamilton and Senator Voorhees. 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


Stories of Lincoln’s gentle, generous 
deeds are countless, but the following 
incidents, related by persons who were 
parties to them, especially merit pres- 
ervation. The first is told by Gen. 
Schuyler Hamilton. 

“It was a blistering day in the hot 
midsummer of 1861, a fortnight before 
the first shock of arms at Bull Run. 
The Washington streets, ankle-deep in 
dust, resounded with the tramp of ar- 
riving regiments and batteries hurried 
forward by the loyal Governors for the 
coming conflict, and over all hung a 
palpable, ominous foreboding, felt no 
more keenly than at the headquarters 
of the army, where I then held the po- 
sition of a military secretary to Gen. 
Scott, with the rank of lieutenant-col- 
onel. About 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
of the day in question, the doorway 
was darkened by the shadow of a tall, 
gaunt form, and President Lincoln en- 
tered the office of the general-in-chief. 
He wore a long linen duster, soiled by 
dust, and stained with sweat, his vest 
was unbuttoned, his pantaloons hung 


a thick coating of dust covered his 
shoes. All in all, he looked the very 
picture of weariness and disgust. With- 
out waiting for Gen. Scott to rise to 
welcome him, he sank wearily into the 
first chair to which he came, and, tak- 
ing off his battered slouch hat, began 
wiping his face with a huge bandana 
handkerchief. Gen. Scott, meanwhile 
had gained his feet, and bowed cour- 
teously to the chief magistrate, but his 
fine old face showed plainly his sur- 
prise, if not dismay, at the President's 
unexpected appearance. 

“ ‘Sit down, General, sit down,’ said 
President Lincoln kindly, as he wiped 
the dust and moisture from his face. 
‘It is too hot to stand on ceremony. I 
have only dropped in to tell you that 
I have learned something new today.’ 

“* What is that, Mr. President?’ 
asked Gen. Scott, his composure gradu- 
ally returning. 


LINCOLN REFUSED AN AUDIENCE

“*That it is a great thing to be an 
office-holder,’ President Lincoln went 
on. ‘Since 9 o’clock this morning, I 
have been trying my best to get an au- 
dience with some clerk in the pension 
office, but without success. I have 
been up stairs and down stairs, from 
the ground floor to the attic, half a 


-| dozen times, and. I am completely 
| fagged out.’ 


“*Pardon me, Mr. President,’ Gen. 
Scott, broke in, with a gentle wave of 
the hand, ‘but it is rather an uncommon 
thing for the President of the United 
States to become a solictor of pensions. 
When you have any business of that 
kind demanding attention send it to 
me, and Col. Hamilton here will be glad 
to attend to it without delay.’ 

“*I am sure that the claim is a just 
one,’ the President continued, without 
noticing the general's interruption, ‘for 
I have gone over the papers in the case 
with care.’ Here he drew a bulky pack- 
age of papers from one of his pockets, 


and, adjusting his steel-rimmed sry ec- 


tacles, went over them one by one. 
“You see, General, the applicant is the 
widow of a corporal of infantry who 
was killed by the Indians some twenty- 
five years ago. She would have had 
her money long ago, but nobody seems 
_to have taken any interst in the case. 
She has been haunting the White House 
almost daily for weeks, until!’ between 
you and me, I am afraid that Mrs. J.in- 
coln is getting a trifle jealous. I am 
resolved to wind the matter up one way 
or another today, and I have promised 
the poor woman an answer at 4 o'clock. 
She is waiting over at the White House 
now. Between the two of them, I am 
afraid to go home without having fin- 
ished the job,’ and the President’s eyes 
twinkled merrily. 

“I had been an interested listener to 
this conversation, and when Gen. Scott 
called, ‘Col. Hamilton,’ I was instantly 
at his elbow. . ; 

“*How long do.you think it weuld 
take you, Colonel, to get this case 
through the pension office?’ asked the 
President. 

“It should be done in half an hou A 
Mr. President,’ I replied, as I sianaed 
over the papers to see if they were in 
proper form. ‘Wait here,’ I added, ‘and 
I will return in twenty minutes, cr, if 
you wish it, I will take the certificate to 
you at the White House, and save you 
that much time.’ = 
“No, no, my son,’ Mr. Lincoln broke 
in. “Bring them back here, and I will 
wait for you.’ 

“At that time the pension office was 
located in Seventeenth street, a little 
way from the War Department, and 
five minutes after leaving the Presi- 
dent, I was in the office of the commis- 
sioner. I had not arrived a moment too 
soon, for the officials and clerks were 
cleaning their desks and preparing to 
quit work for the day. The commis- 
sioner politely asked what he could do 
for me. 

““Did you see a tall, dark-complex- 
ioned gentleman here today?’ I asked. 
‘He wore a linen duster and slouch hat 
and was interested in the pension of a 
woman who lost her husband in the 
Seminole war.’ 

“*Oh, yes, I remember the man,” the 
Commissioner replied, carelessly. ‘He 
said he was a lawyer from the West 
and has been bothering us all day.’ : 

“ “Well,” said I, drily, ‘you have got 
yourself in a pretty fix. That man is 
President Lincoln, and I have just 
promised him that I would bring him 
an answer from you inside of half an 
hour. He is waiting for it now in Gen.

‘To speak frankly, Mr. Presideat,’ I 
said, ‘I very promptly informed the 
Commissioner of Pensions that it was 
the President who had made himself 
the champion of this poor woman's 
case. You couldn't do that, of course, 
and they did not know you there, sir.’ 

“The President laughed heartily, put 
the papers in his pocket, and, turning 
to Gen. Scott, said: 

““I am told, general, that it is one 
of your standing rules that when the 
President or a member of the Cabinet 
comes to see you a member of your 
staff shall keep him company on his re- 
turn home. I should be giad to have 
Col. Hamilton go back with me today.” 

“Accordingly I walked with the Presi- 
dent; to the White House, and on the 
portico we found an old Irish woman 
waiting for Mr. Lincoln. He went up 
to her and, handing her the papers, 
said: 

“‘*Here you are, my good woman. 
Your pension is all right; all you need 
do now is to go tomorrow morning at 9 
o'clock and get your money. But from 
my own experience today, I would ad- 
vise you not to go before 10 o'clock. If 
you do you won't find the officers there.’ 

“The poor creature caught the Presi- 
dent’s hand and covered it with Kisses, 
at the same time showering a thousand 
blessings on her benefactor’s head. 

“‘Don’t thank me,’ he answered 
kindly, as he gently freed himself from 
her grasp; ‘This young man here is the 
one who did the business for you, and 
who deserves all the thanks.’ 

“And he stepped aside and seerhed to 
keenly enjoy the fervency with which 
the old woman poured her store of ben- 
edictions upon me. Then, remarking 
that he must go and tell Mrs. Lincoln 
that it was all right, he bade me good 
day and hurried away.” 

ANOTHER STORY. 
Lincoln’s Kindness Saves the Life of 
an Old Acquaintance. 


The second story is told by Senator 
Daniel W. Voorhees: 

“One gloomy afternoon, in the win- 
ter of 1863, I was writing at my desk 
in the House of Representatives at 
Washington, when a card was brought 
to me by @ page. It bore the name of 
a gentleman named Bullttt,-a resident 
of my Congressional district,with whom 
I had long been on friendly terms, and 
whose hospitality I had often enjoyed. 
Something told me that he was in trou- 
ble, and when I went to him in the anteé- 
room my worst fears were confirmed. 
His wife was with him, and the faces 
of both gave evidence of the keenest 
distress. Their appearance showed that 
they had just come from a long jour- 
ney, and had been for some time with- 
out sleep or rest. I escorted them to a 
committee-room, and there Mr. Bullitt, 
with frequent and eager interruptions 
from his wife, made known to me the 
cause of their hurried visit to Wash- 
ington. The father of Mrs. Bullitt was 
Henry M. Luckett, an aged Methodist 
minister, who, at different times, had 
been in charge of churches in Illinois, 
Kentucky, Missouri and other Western 
states. When the war he was-a 


resident of St. Charles, Mo., and the 


possessor of a moderate fortune, but 
sudden reverses had swept everything 
away and left him almost penniless. 
To a man of his years—he was then 
past seventy—the blow was 2 heavy one, 
and told sadly upon his health and spir- 
its» The gloomy conviction that he 
would become a pauper and die a pub- 
lic charge took possession of him, and 
though combated by his family and 
friends, gained strength and force as 
time went on. 

“While thus depressed he paid a visit 
to a niece at Memphis, then in posses- 
sion of the Federal forces, under com- 
mand of Gen. Hurlbut. Here he had 
fallen in with certain shrewd but not 
over-scruptiious members of the Federal 
secret service, who, taking their cue 
from his constant and often unguarded 
lamentations over his losses, told him 
that the Southern forces stood in press- 
ing need of quinine and of percussion 
caps, and would pay handsomelv for 
the same;that it was an easy matter 
to trade through the lines, and that if 
he would undertake to supply these 
wants he could speedily and with com- 
perative safety repair his sudden losses. 
The poor man had fallen an easy victim 
to his tormentors, but had been arrested 
with the contraband articles in his pos- 
session, tried by a military court, and 
“He is to be-shot 
day after tomorrow,’ Mr. Bullitt eon- 
cluded, ‘and we have come, to you 
knowing you will help us if you can. 
We do not know what else to do. nor, in 
fact, whether you can do anything. Be- 
fore leaving home we got some papers 
signed by those who know Father Luck- 
ett, and are familar with his condition.’ 

“So saying, he handed me a number 
of written statements which confirmed 
his own. For a moment I was at a less 
what to do. It was’then late in the 
afternoon, and within forty-eight hours 
the poor old man was to die. I knew 
that to appeal to Secretary Stanton 
for a mitigation of the sentence would 
be worse than useless. President Lin- 
coln was our only hope. Fortunately, 
I knew him well. We had often met 
in the courts, and both as lawyer and 
President, he had always treated me 
with unfailing kindness and consider- 
ation. Still, I was in doubt as to the 
best method of approaching him. The 
offense committed by the aged minis- 
ter was of the gravest character, and 
I was persuaded that the President 
would ‘not interfere unless manifest 
and proper reasons for clemency were 
shown him. Henry S. Lane and 
Thomas A. Hendricks then represented 
Indiana in the Senate, and I resolved 
to enlist their aid in Mr. Luckett’s be- 
half. I had studied law in the office of 

ol. Lane, and we had been warm 
I therefore 


next morning, after which I made my 
way to the lodgings of Col. William R, 
Morrison, then a member of the House 
from Illinois. Though a Democrat, I 
knew that Col. Morrison was held in 
high regard by the President. He re- 
sponded promptly and without the 
slightest hesitation to my appeal. e 

“The evening was now far advanced, 
and, believing that I had done all that 
could be done until the morrow. I 
turned my steps homeward. Some er- 
rand, the nature of which I have now 
forgotten, caused me to pause for a 
few moments in the office of the Metro- 
politan Hotel, and here, to my sur- 
prise, | again came face to face with 
Col. Lane. He drew me aside and said 
he had been looking for me for some 
time. He had mentioned the Luckett 
case to his wife at dinner, and had 
been thinking of it since. ‘I do not 
feel satisfied,’ said he, ‘and if you will 
come with me to my room we will talk 
the matter over.’ When we reached 
his room, he carefully examined the 
papers Mr. Bullitt had given me, and 
declared with emphasis that he would 
join in an appeal to the President for 
clemency. 

“Two carriages containing our party 
of six drove up to the White House en- 
trance at 10 o'clock the next morning. 
Senators Lane and Hendricks and Col. 
Morrison were in one carriage, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Bullitt and myself in the 
other. The President received us with- ‘ 
out’ delay. Senator Lane, who had 
been selected as spokesman of the 
party, briefly but feelingly explained 
the occasion of our call. When he had 
finished, there was an awkward pause, 
and then Mrs. Bullitt, addressing the 
President as Mr. Lincoln, broke in 
with an earnest and moving appeal for 
her father’s life. Until this time the 
President had listened patiently, but 
without apparent feeling, to our ap- 
peals. Now, however, he turned quickly 
to Senator Lane and inquired: 

“*Lane, what did you say this man’s 
name was?’ 

“Luckett,” replied the Senator. 

“*Not Henry M. Luckett? asked the 
President. 

“*Yes,” Mrs. Bullitt broke in. My 
father’s name is Henry M. Luckett.’ 

“Didn't he preach in Springfield 
years ago?’ asked Mr. Lincoln, a look 
of the keenest interest now animating 
his sad and rugged face. 

“*Yes, my father once preached in 
Springfield,’ was Mrs. Bullitt’s reply. 

“*Well, this is wonderful.” Mr. Lin- 
coln went on. ‘I knew this man well, 
and have often heard him preach. He 
is tall and dark like I am, and I have 
been mistakén for him on the street. 
And he is to be shot day after tomoer- 
row? No, no! There will be no shoot- 
ing nor hanging in this case. There 
must be something wrong with him, or 
he would not be in such a scrape as 
this. I do not know what more I can 
do for him, but you can rest. assured, 
my child,’ turning to Mrs. Bullitt, ‘that 
your father’s life is safe.’ 

“He touched a bell on the table and 
a telegraph operator appeared from an 
adjoining room. To him Mr. Lincoln 
dictated a dispatch to Gen. Hurlburt, 
directing him to suspend the execution 
of Henry M. Luckett and await further 
orders in the case. As we thanked him 
and took our leave, Mrs. Bullitt sobbing 
and laughing by turns and the others 
with tears in their eyes, the President 
repeated as if to himself: 

“*Henry M. Luckett! No, no, there 
will be no shooting nor hanging in this 
case.” 

“A few weeks later Mr. Luckett was 
released and rejoined his friends in the 
North. Without delay, and poor as he 
was, he journeyed to Washington to 
express his gratitude for his rescue 
from a Violent and ignoble death. He 
called me from my seat in the House 
and met me exactly where I had met 
those who came to plead for his life a 
few weeks before. He wanted to call 
and thank the President in person for 
his great kindness, but the circum- 
stances at the time were not favorable 
to such a call, and it was not made. 
He remained with me only a few min- 
utes, and then in the hurried manner 
of one who has much to’do agd whose 
time is short, moved away and I saw 
him no more. He died soon after, and 
nearly all the other actors in the inet- 
dent I have related, have since fol- 


him.’ ——

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TELLER IS AFRAID. 


THE COLORADO =SENATOR’S 
VIEWS ON POLITICS. 


Ge Thinks is Going to 
-.Monopolise the World’s 
Manufactures, 


And That Mexico Injared a Denver 
Interest—The Rate of Exchange 
Causes the Evil. 


A Chance for American Capital—The 
Senator Talks About Politics, 
Cripple Creek and Gold 
Production. 


GPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Senator Tel- 
ler of Colorado has just been east on @ 
business trip. He went west before the 
report of his candidacy for the Repub- 
lican nomination was suggested, and he 
didnot discuss the matter with anyone— 
at least for publication. He was quotea, 
_ however, as advocating the nomination 
of Mr. Allison, and this expression -is 
contradicted flatly In an interview of 
more than an hour which I had with 
him. 
Mr. Teller is one of the most out- 
spoken men in public life. Whatever 


he thinks on any public question he 


is not afraid to say. And as the ex- 
Vice-President, Gov. Morton, said of 

m in conversation a few days ago, he 
is quite able to hold his own In debate. 

My conversation with Senator Teller 
was held for the purpose of newspaper 
publication and he authorized the use 
of it as it appears here. . 

“What we need,” said Senator Teller, 
‘ig parity between the «wo metals, gold 
and silver. How that Is to be brought 
about except through the adoption of 
the free. coinage of silver, I do not 
know. Possibly some one can suprgest 
@ way. No one has. We have nothing 
to expect from this administration and 
nothing from the next Congress. The 
administration is under the Influence of 
three or four men in New York—or pos- 
sibly two would cove? it. I could not 
undertake to name them but I have no 
doubt you could do so. I fear neither 
party will name a man who will be sat- 
isfactory to the silver States. If ueither 
of them does, the old parties are going 
disintegrate in Coloradg. 

“It looks as if the next President 
would be a Republican. And it looks 
mow as though he would be named by 
the East and as though he would be a 
gold man. If so, Colorado wiil not 
vote the Republican ticket. As for my- 
self, if the Republican party names a 
goki candidate, I will not follow it in 
that folly. I will not stultify myself 
by supporting a candidate whose prin- 
ciples I believe to be opposed to the 
best’interests of the country and to the 
Miberties of the American people. I 
should prefer to resign from the Senate 
and retire from politics rather than to 
support a candidate whose principles 
I do not approve. The people of Colo- 
rado will be against any candidate rep- 
resenting the gold interest.” 

I asked the Senator if the people o 
Colorado were taking a very lively in- 
terest in politics. 

“They are interested chiefly in mak- 
ing money,” he said. “They are 2n- 
gaged largely in developing the gold 
fields of the State. The silver mines are 
still producing but not to the extent 
that they did before the decline tn the 
value of silver. The well-developed 
mines with large reserves of ore are 
shipping; the smaller producers are 
closed down. But the gold mines of the 
State are developing wonderfully, and I 
believe that within a very short time 
Colorado will be producing $25,000,000 a 
year in gold. The Cripple Creek camp 
is the most remarkable mining camp 
in the world today. I was down there 
for several days this fall. They claim 
to be taking out now a million dollars 
a month. I think they are taking out 
out about $8,000,000 a year. But the out- 
put is increasing all the time. And they 
are putting in machinery now which 
will increase the yield wonderfully. 
Stratton, who owns one of the finest 
properties tn the camp, will not take 
out more than a certain amount a 
month, because he has no use for the 
money, In fact. he has more money 
how than he knows what to do with. 
So, even in the next year or two, the 
camp will not be producing probably ta 
its full capacity. The gold yield of the 
entire world is going to increase, 
though. I think that within five years 

-the production of gold will be $250,000,- 
000 a year.” 

“And what will be the result of that?” 

“An increase in the price of silver. 
Perhaps enovgh advance to bring the 
price back to the point where the silver 
in a dollar will be worth 100 cents as 
bullion. All prices are bound to advance 
with the greater influx of gold, and the 
price of silver will advance with the 
rest, since silver is only a commodity 
now. That may remove from the minds 
of the peonrle their prejudice against 
silver, which grows out of the fact that 
the silver dollar contains only 50 cents’ 
worth of silver bullion. You cannot 
make people understand, somehow. 
that. when the mints of the United 
States are opened to the free coinage of 
silver, the United States will not be 
paving 100 cents for 50 cents’ worth of 
metal—that the value of the silver when 
it comes out of the ground then will) be 
$1.29 an ounce.” 

“Do vou believe that the establish- 
ment of another ratio than 16 to 1 would 
help solve_the silver problem?” 

“No, there is too mvch silver tn cir 
ciation at that ratio now to admit o* 
a change. In India there are enormous 
quantities in circulation at 15 to 1. No 
the ratio of coinace must be betweer 
15 and 16 somewhere. And I helieve 
that if the United States, Germany and 
France would throw open to free coin- 
age, or if either one of them would. the 
whole world would have to come to it 
in time.

I be- 
ileve that if the present conditions con- 
dinue for another decade, Asia will be 
doing most of the manufacturi for 
the world. Both the Chinese and the 
Japanese are deft people. They are not 
inventive, but they are imitative, and 
the progress théy have made in manvu- 
facturing is wonderful. They can live 
and thrive on wages that Méan starva- 
tion and death to an American or Eu- 
ropean laborer. I was talking a few 
days ago with a missionary who had 


just ‘returned after a six-years’ stay in 
China—returned just in time to save 
his head, by the way. He told me that 
it woul not be possible for one who 
had not seen them to realize the pro- 
gress that the Chinese had made in the 
last six years in manufacturing.” 

“Will not their conservatism keep out 
foreign machinery?” I asked. 


“For a little time longer, perhaps,” 
said the Senator. “But the war with 
Japan is going to make a great awak- 
ening in China. This m!ssionary tells 
me that the present Chinese dynasty is 
doomed. The people see that it has de- 
ceived them, and it is tottering to its 
fall. With the inauguration of a new 
rule, changes will come. The Chinese 
are a people of fine business ability. 
Not the river.Chinese, whom we know, 
but the Chinese of the interior. This 
missionary, who had been to the in- 
terior, told me that they were a fine, 
well-developed race, with splendid bus- 
iness talents. In fact, he says that the 
most successful busin«ss enterpr ses in 
Japan have Chinese at their head. He 
says that there isthe difference between 
the Chinese and the Japanese that there 
is between the Scotchman and the Par. 
isian. The Parisian is a dapper fellow, 
all courtesy and smiles; the Scotchman 
is a hard-headed, practical man. So 
the Chinese are the superiors of the 
Japanese as men of affairs. They are 
a more forcefu] people. They are not 
honest. They have absolutely no con- 
science in their composition, I belleve, 
but they have business capacity. The 
Chinese have coal and iron and copper 
They have 400.000 square miles of coal 
fields of extraordinary richness. They 
nave never mined it much, because they 
have had no need for it. But when 
manufacturing takes a hold in China, 
they will have this coal supply clos 
at hand, and a vast army of cheap. 
laborers to do their work. If the Ch’ 
nese themselves will not undertake to 
Ntroduce manufacturing, the capitalists 
of America and England and Germany 
will do it. How long would it take you 
to raise a million dollars for a manu- 
facturing enterprise in China among 
the capitalists of New York, if you 
could demonsirate that they could, m ‘ke 
twenty or thirty per Gent. on the. mon- 
ey? There is no feeling of patriotism 
which would’ keep the American cap- 
italist from going into anything which 
promised a profit.

But within a few years all this 
will be changed. Mexico is now man- 
ufacturing all her own cotton goods 
and she is manufacturing furniture 
and other things for home consump- 
tion. I was in one of her cotton milis. 
it is the most complete, if not the larg- 
est mill in MeXico. AN of the work is) 
done right there, beginning with the 
manufacture of the patterns. I asked 
the superintendent, who was a Swiss, 
how his workmen compared with those 
in the French mills where he had 
been. He said that they. were not 
quite so good, but they were much 
cheaper. And he would make them as 
good, too, in a very short time. His 
chief, difficulty at first was to persuade 
the natives to come to work regularly. 
They wanted to work three or four 
days and then lay off for a few days to 
spend their money; but they were be- 
coming More regular in their attention 
to their duties then, and no doubt by 
this time they are quite as efficient as 
the workmen of France. 80 it will be

THE SOUTH CAROLINA PLAN. 


For a period of several weeks the 
Constitutional Convention now in res- 
sion in South Carolina has been hard 
at work endeavoring to devise some 
plan by which colored voters could be 
disfranchised without at the same time 
disfranchising white voters. Various 


pchemes have been discussed and 


finally abandoned as impracticable, for 
one reason or another. The object in 
view is to evade the Constitutional 
amendment conferring the privilege of 
Sliffrage upon the negro, and at the 
same time to maintain an appearance 
of impartiality. It is necessary to keep 
technically within the mandates of the 
organic law, for a State Constitution 
which should violate the National Con- 
stitution would be invalid. 

A partial solution of the problem ap- 
pears to have been reached at last Ly 
the South Carolina statesmen. By a 
vote of 69 to 37 a section for the pio- 
posed constitution has been adopted 
which reads,.as follows: 

“Up to January 1, 1898, all male per- 
sons over voting age applying for regis- 
tration who can read any section of 
this Constitution, or understand and 
explain it when read to them by the 
registration officer, shall be entitled to 
register and become voters.” 

There is ‘no pretense that the pro- 
visions of this section are to be im- 
partially enforced. In fact, it is the 
openly-avowed design and intention of 
the framers to “disfranchise as many 
negroes as possible without disfran- 
chising white men.” This seemingly 
fair provision of the proposed Consti- 
tution is cunningly devised for that 
purpose. It vests in the registration 
officer discretionary authority to decide 
whether an applicant for registration 
can read the Constitution, or uhder- 
stand and explain it when read to him. 
Vested with this large discretionary 
power, the registration officer can 


‘easily refuse registration to one appli- 


cant and accord it to another no bet- 
ter qualified for suffrage, unless a 
whiter skin be regarded as a qualifica- 
tion. He has it easily within his 
power to disfranchise large numbers 
of legal voters by means of an unjust 
interpretation of the law. It is in- 
tended that registration officers shall 
do precisely this thing, and there “is 
no attempt at concealment of the fact. 
It is peculiarly fitting that such an 
@SSalilt Upon the Constitution of the 
United . States -should come from a 
State where both nullification and re- 
bellion were hatched.

MAGUIRE’S ESTATE. 


Will of the Dead Policeman Filed 
for Probate. 

J. F. Maguire’s property has reached 
the Probate Court, Mrs. Hannah Lewis 
having yesterday filed a petition for 
the admission to probate of Maguire's 
will, in which the petitioner’s daughter, 
Bella Lewis, is named as the sole de- 
visee. The will is now in possession of 
Coroner Campbell, and the property is 
said to be valued at $1000. There are 
some insurance policies, some unpaid 
salary, a little jewelry, and a horse, sad. 
dle and bridle. The only valid insur- 
ance policy included in the inventory of 
the dead policeman’s estate is for $2500, 
but is payable to his sister, Elizabeth 
Maguire, who resides in Ireland. 

The legatee, therefore, will not benefit 
by the insurance. The claims of credi- 
tors will probably offset nearly, if not 
quite, all of the testator’s effects. Miss 
Lewis, who was Maguire's fiancee, will, 
therefore, profit little by the will.

Mead, Wright & Co.’s Butcher Shops

At 6:30 o’clock on Friday eveni

The attachment 
was made at the instance Of the First 
National Bank, which had a claim of 
$14,519 against the firm. 

One of the employees resisted the 
execution, and was arrested in conse- 
quence, but was released yesterday 
upon his withdrawing his opposition 
om giving up the property under his 
c 


rge. 

The failure has caused much distress 
among the employees of the firm, 
numbering about fifty, whose wages 
were in arrears all the way from,one 
to five months. Some of the poor fel- 
lows who called at the Sheriff's office 
yesterday for an order to redeem their 
personal property from the shops, were 
absolutely without a dollar in the world, 
and had gone into debt on the strength. 
of the wages coming to them. 

The property now under attachment 
is not of sufficient value to satisfy a 
judgment for the amount of the claim 
and costs, and a quiet search is being 
carried on for possible additional meat- 
markets and paraphernalia which the 
firm had on their financial string. All 
the meat in’a condition to be sold was 
taken to the market at No. 188 North 
Main street, and the other markets 
were closed. There is a considera 
quantity of meat and some stock att 
slaughter-house also, The absence of 
the members of the firm was com- 
mented upon yesterday. The deputy 
sheriffs in charge said they did not 
know where they were, and all efforts 
to locate them failed. An attempt was 
made yesterday evening to open the 
safe in the North Main-street market, 
which was the “headquarters of the 
firm, but was unsuccessful. About 
$150 was seized altogether in the tills 
at the different shops, when the at- 
tachment was levied.

were airy In fancy? His was an Amer- 
ican humor, bright, breezy, spontane- 
ous, and as sparkling as the silver 
that flecks the sea under the touch of 
a summer wind. 3 

In all his rhymed writings, so far 
as I have seen them, there is scarcely 
a false note. He sang true to the key, 
whatever his theme, and blended with 
a fine mother wit and a youthful spirit 
of gaiety that other spirit of pathos 
Te gives writing the human qual- 
ty. 

And so I say if it has seemed lone- 
some for a few days here in the world 
that wears on’us with its griefs and 
cares and anxieties, then it is because 
a light has gone out that sent cheer- 
ful rays into more lives than we may 
ever know of.: . 

Bigssed, indeed, is the singer of the 
songs that reach the common people, 
for God has made so. many of them

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 9.—(To the EBdi- 
tor of The Times.) The spectacle of 
several wagon-loads of meén with balis 
and chains on their legs being driven 
through the principal streets of the 
city every afternoon, and then clanking 
their chains into the City Jail through 
the throngs of passers-by on Second 
street, is not a pleasant one for Los 
Angeles citizens to contemplate, and 
many expressions of disgust are heard 
as. the daily procession goes by. To 
Strangers within our gates, the spec- 
tacle gives an erroneous idea of the 
stage of civilization and humanity to 
which Los Angeles has attained. The 
chain gang is indeed more character- 
istic of the condition of affairs that

For instance, Bradstreet’s re- 
port—the only one sent out—for the 
week ended November 1, 1895, gave the 
amount of the Los Angeles clearing- 
house exchanges at $1,008,145, showing, 
as the report stated, “a decrease of 
2.9 per cent.” from the corresponding 
week of the last year. This was alto- 
gether wrong, as will be shown. Ref- 
erence to the files of The Times for 
November, 1894, shows that Bradstreet 's 
reported the exchanges of the Los An- 
geles clearing-house for the week ended 
November 2, 1894—(the correspondong 
week) at $983,724. A comparison of these 
amounts shows that instead of there 
being a decrease of 2.9 per cent. in the 
volume of bank business at Los An- 
geles during the week specified, there 
was an increase of more than 2.4 per 
cent. 

An error is also made in the report 
telegraphed for the present week as 
furnished to The Times ang printed in 
this morning’s issue. tradstreet’s 
states the inrrease for the week ended 
last Thursday at 75.3 over the corre- 
sponding week of last year. Now, as 
a matter of fact, the increase was only 
86 per cent. Los Angeles is prosperous 
enough to tell the truth, it does not 
want more than it is entitied to, but 
it has a right to claim proper credit 
for all it has earned. It is possible 
that some of these errors have been 
made in telegraphic transmission, but 
in the absence of evidence to that ef- 
fect The Times is compelled to hold 
the source ‘of origin responsible for 
them. 


SWISS BANKS. The national bank 
system of the United States is finding 
many admirers, the latest among whom 
is Switzerland. The Bankers’ Encyclo- 
pedia Monthly. in its last issue, says: 

“A radical change has been made in 
the banking system of Switzerland. I’ 
‘'s not unlike ovr own change in this 
country from State banks of issue tc 
national bank bills. Under the old sys 
tem both cantonal and private banks 
‘ssued money. There was no govern 
ment restriction on them to speak of. 
An association of private bankers de- 
cided how much peper might be put 
upon the country, and the members of, 
that association bowed to the decision. 
Hereafter, however, both the cantonal! 
and the private institutions, as banks 
of issue, will be done away. The re- 
public of Switzerland, through a state 
bank, will itself issue all the paper 
money of the country. The banks at 
present in existence can exchange their 
bills for those of the state bank. They 
can also at all times obtain a supply 
of money from the state bank for 
the transaction of their business. The 
central bank will rediscount the bills 
of the other banks.” 

This is a change that will be wel- 
comed by the residents of that country 
and the travelers also. Up to a few 
years ago it was not an uncommon 
thing to see a traveler present, say at 
Geneva, a bank note; issued in some 
other canton, in payment of his railway 
fare or hotel bill, and have the note re- 
fused. The bill was not known. The 
railway agent or hotel-keeper wanted 
gold coin, in default of that, Bank of 
England or Bank of France notes. The 
adoption of the American tank system 
will do away with all that bother and

THE F. O. B. SYSTEM. The action 
of the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
changes, doing away with the f. o. b. 
system in marketing the orange crop 
of Southern California, is attracting 
very considerable attention on the 
Eastern markets and among Eastern 
fruit-dealers generally. The market for 
dried fruits seems to be echoing a sim- 
ilar note. “Slowly but surely,” says the 
Philadelphia Grocery World, “the old 
method by which jobbers bought dried 
fruit, f. o. b. in California, and sold to 
retailers in futures, is giving place to 
the plan of buying entirely on consign- 
ment. A leading Philadelphia broker 
stated to the writer recently that each 
year marked the buying of more dried 
fruits on consignment. The larger buy- 
ers still bought in futures, preferring to 
give their salesmen the price and resell 
their futures to retailers. Many deal- 
ers, however, were now relying entirely 
upon consignment purchases,” 

The writer of.the article says there 
are several advantages of buying on 
consignment. “For instance, the goods 
are actually seen before bought, which 
puts a stop to such fraud as was prac- 
ticed on the Philadelphia trade last 
year. Then the buyer can secure pre- 
cisely the amount he wishes, without 
the necessity of paying excessive 
freight. The consignment plan, how- 
ever, has not yet become sufficiently 
universal to be absolutely without dis- 
advantages. The chief drawback at 
present is the fact that growers will 
not ship on consignment until they 
have filled all of their f. o. b. orders. 
This allows the buyers of futures to 
securé their stocks first.”

BALANCING ACCOUNTS. 

The Anaheim Gazette says that-An- 
drew Gillison is busily engaged as sec- 
retary of the Beet Growers’ Association 
in balancing up the accounts between 
the farmers and the association. The 
scalesand beetdump cost them $852, the 
loading account (dumping the beets 
from the platform into the cars), was 
$530, and the joint account with Buena 
Park, for book-keeper, chemist and 
check tareman, $713, a total approxi- 
mate expense account of $2095, to be ap- 
portioned among the farmers according 
to their shipments. Certificates of 
stock in the platform and scales will 
‘be issued the farmers according to the 
tonnage shipped. An assessment of 20 
cents per ton was collected during the 
season, but so economically was the 
campaign conducted that there will 
probably be a rebate of 9 cents per ton.

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. gp 
spondence.) The 0 
in regular ression Friday 
night, and considered a number of 
questions of importance to Santa Bar- 
bare. The most important ones were 
the matter of aidewalking the gmded 
streets with cement or asphalt walks 
and the building of & wagon-road 
through the Cuyama country. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trade was constituted a com- 
mittee to interview the merchants and 
other citizens of this community to 
secure an expression of opinion upon 
the advisability of building the road, 
and also to solicit subscriptions. It ts 
understood that. it will. cost to build 
the road about $40,000, of which amount 
this city will be asked to contribute 

000. The remaining! 8000 will be 
raised by citizens on the other side of 
the mountains. Judge W. S. Day ad- 
dressed the board upon the subject, and 
pointed out the advantages that Santa 
Barbara would derive from construct- 
ing the road, It is the intention of 
the board to take hold of the matter 
with vim and determination. 

Concerning the matter of sidewalk- 
ing the graded streets with cement, or 
asphalt, there was & unanimity of 
expression im favor of the idea. A com- 
mittee will cireulate petitions asknig 
the Council to give favorable ccnsid- 
eration of the matter. It is believed 
that the Council will acquiesce in the 
suggestion and that Santa Parbara 
will soon have a system of sidewalks 
that will be an ornament. 

The Board of Trade also decided to 
issue a call for a massmeeting to be 
held at the Channel City Hall to con- 
sider the advisability of the citizens of 
this place taking steps to aid San Fran- 
cisco in its efforts to secure the Repub- 
lican National Convention. The citizens 
are cordially willing to help San Fran-¢ 
cisco in this movement, but the gen- 
eral impression is that it will be love's 
labor lost. 

A feeling of “be up and doing” is pre- 
vailing entensively in this community, 
and it will not be long before Santa 
Barbara will be reported as one of the 
most thriving towns on the Coast. 
When the Coast road is completed this 
section will feel a wave of prosperity 
such as it has never felt before. The 
voting down of the bond issue for pav- 
ing the streets was not because Santa 
Barbara was not willing to keep up 
‘with the procession, but because, as 
has been honestly stated, she was un- 
willing to have her streets paved in the 
manner suggested, or as has been said, 
not in a crazy-quikt manner.

DEATH OF JAMES M’'OOY. 

Hon. James McCoy, aged 74, and an 
old Caltfornia Indian fighter, died on 
Friday night in old San Diego. McCoy 
landed in San Francisco in 1850, as a 
member of Capt. Magruder’s famous 
battery of the U.S.A. He was a-non- 
commissioned officer. For several years 
he commanded a small force at San 
Luis Rey Mission, where he success- 
fully repulsed the Indians on many oc- 
casions. While in charge of fourteen 
men at Jacumba on the desert, McCoy 
and his men repulsed 500 Indians. In 
1859 he was elected Assessor of this 
county and Sheriff in 1861. He continued 
as Sheriff until 1871 and was sent to 
the State Senate from then until 1875.

Inspector Blackinton is Going to 
Make it Hot for Vendors of Adual- 
terated Milk—Sixty Dishonest 
Milkmen on His List. 


Meat Inspector Blackinton has in- 
augurated a crusade, the results of 
which will secure for him the thanks of 
every citizen in Los Angeles—saving 
the luckless victims of the said crusade. 

It will be remembered py those who 
have followed the movements of the 
Board of Health for some time in the 
past, that the question of impure and 
adulterated milk has been frequently 
discussed by the medicos composing 
the board, and the monthly reports of 
the meat and milk inspectors have 
been examined very carefully. 

At a meeting of the board held sev- 
eral weeks ago the inspector deciared 
that nearly half a hundred dealers in 
milk adulterate the lacteal fluid before 
disposing of the same to customers. 

The scheme was then discussed of 
having the inspector prepare a list of 
the milk dealers who violate the law, 
and giving this list to the press for 
publication. This idea was conceded 
ta have some good features, but defi- 
nite action in the matter was not 
taken at the time referred to. 

The Milk Inspector has not been idle 
in the mean time, however, but has 
continued to accumulate proofs and 
evidences of guilt on the part of the 
milk dealers, and at the meeting of the 
Board of Health, held last Wednesday,

they are said to be able to so paralyze 
their victims that the birds or animals 
are rendered utterly incapable of move- 
ment, and wait for the attack of a 
snake, or even go forward to meet it 
in fear and trembling, but without any 
power of retaliation. Now any one who 
has watched the behavior of small ani- 
mals’ placed alive as food in the cages 
in which snakes are kept in captivity, 
in the hope of seeing this marvelous 
power in operation, will be grievously 
disappointed; chickens, rats, guinea- 
pigs, rabbits, all move about with an 
utter absence of fear of the snakes. 
My belief is that itis possible to account 
for the popular belief that snakes pos- 
sess a power to fascinate by several 
reasons. An observer may come on the 
scene and find a number of birds mob- 
bing a snake, jvst as they will mob an 
owl or a buzzard. The dashes of the 
birds toward the snake and their flut- 
tering around it may easily be put 
down to the effect of the snake's 
giance, while they are, in reality. 
merely attemptsof the birds to drive off 
the intruder. A mother bird whose 
young are attacked will almost cer- 
tainly behave in this way, and may 
herself fall a victim, not to the power 
of fascination in the snake, but to the 
force of maternal feelings. It has been 
noticed that a hen placed in a snake's 
cage will often go teward it and make 
a determined peck at the snake's 
tongue. A frog has been seen to do 
the same thing. Were this seen to 
occur in a wild bird, it might easily be 
put down to fascination. With regard 
to snakes that kill their prey by the 
injection of poison, it is even more éasy 
to account for the appearance of the 
power, for they bite once and once 
only. The poison does not kill at once; 
the victim fluttersqhto a branch, it may 
be, or runs a short distance and stops, 
the snake watches it, the poison does 
its dé@éadly work, and the bird falls. 
Any one who comes up, not having seen 
the attack, might in this way be readily 
deceived into imagining that it was the 
glance of the snake and not the poison 
that caused the victim to fall. It may 
be, then, the approach of an insectivor- 
ous bird or mammal who, taking the 
movements of the snake's tongue for 
those of a worm or insect, hopes to se- 
cure a meal. It may be the mobbing of 
the snake by the companions of a Vic- 
tim that has been seized, or of a mother

AN AMERICAN’S OBSERVATIONS IN 
GEORGETOWN, AND EN ROUTE. 


What He Saw at Barbadoes—Colored 
Statesmen — Britain’s Military. 
The Blacks and the Venesucian 
Trouble—Making Mischief Among 
the Natives. 


GPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
GEORGETOWN, Demerara (British 
Guiana,) Sept. 26.—This letter will be 
sent from the above city, as at the mo- 
ment of our arrival there an American 
mail steamer will take charge of it, and 
we expect to strike the anchorage four- 
teen miles from Georgetown tonight. 

We had a very pleasant visit at Bar- 
badoes, notwithstanding the island has 
the reputation of being treacherous in 
the extreme, on account of violent hur- 
ricanes prevalent among the coral reefs 
which encircle it One hundred and 
eighty-eight thousand negroes live on 
this unique piece of land, which is 
about twenty-one miles in length and 
ten and one-half in width. It is a low 
spot, sparsely tree-covered, with fertile, 
carefully-cultivated soil, which brings 
forth the babe’s and invalid’s delight 
(arrowroot,) called so because the In- 
diansextract from its roots poison tosat- 
urate their arrows with. Sugar and rum 
are raised and exported, and Barbados 
being the most important of the wind- 
ward islands, is bringing considerable 
revenue to the coffers of Queen Victoria. 
The windmills seen all over this island 
and the round stone towers are the only 
mementoes of the original and true 
owners, the Hollanders, from whom the 
Britishers “‘cabbaged” it. 

From the roadstead we were rowed 
ashore to Bridgetown, and entered our 
names upon the books of the “‘Trafalgar 
House,” a thoroughly English hostelry 
on the square opposite a bronze monu- 
ment of Lord Nelson. 

The business part.of the city consists 
of several very narrow streets, filled 


@ with buildings of every size and shape, 


and crowded all day long by groups of 
chattering negroes, bargaining for the 
miscellaneous contents, which remind 
the American of the cheap retail stores 
at home. : 

The streets are covered with pulver- 
ized stone, quarried around here, and 
dust in dense clouds makes promenad- 
ing very trying to the eyes and disas- 
trous to clothes. 

Barbadoes having it own legislature, 
and Bridgetown being the capital, the 
government houses are situated here, 
consisting of assembly and council 
chambers, etc. The public buildings are 
close to the hotel, and most:of the prin- 


cipal civil officers board here. 


The members of both houses present 


_. @ novel appearance, somewhat spotted, 


as they are of all colors, from pure 
white to coal-black, and it looks pecu- 
Hear to see an ebony-colored statesman 
in full dress, minus shoes, rise in his 
place and address, in English which 
defies description, the assembled mem- 


A very. interesting-looking old struc- 
ture is the Church of England’s cathe- 
dral, built. in 1505, containing a large 
organ, walls covered with memoria] tab- 
lets, surrounded by crumbling tomb- 
stones, and with walks within and 
without paved with grave-slabs. 

According to those tablets, a large 
majority of saintly Englishmen must 
have been exported to Barbadoes in the 
last century. 

In the suburb is situated the garri- 
son post, called “Hastings,” and to 
visit it we took the only tramway in 


zest mules in South America. 

A strong contingent of British troops 
has to.be kept on the island, so a col- 
ored officer informed us, as the negroes 
employed as soldiers, as well as police, 
vastly outnumber the whites and are 
not to be trusted. 

This gentleman stated that a dissat- 


pes kept in motion by two of the 


VJ isfation which exists among the native 


population of the Island of Barbadoes 
is apt to be felt, if any trouble shall 
result from the action of England in 
Venezuela, as the blacks here are in 
correspondence with the inhabitants of 
the numerous sugar-cane cultivated isl- 
ands lying on the estuary of the Esse- 
quibo. | 

Our informant stated that a son of 
Gen. Raimon Guerra, a prominent pol- 
iticlan in Venezuela, and two others, 
were traveling incognito through 
British Guiana, and making mischief 
among the natives, promising them re- 
lief from England’s yoke if they kept 
aloof from aiding the Britisher when- 
ever the trouble came. 

“When you are at Georgetown, Brit- 
ish Guiana, go to Akyma, up the Dem- 
erara, call at this address (giving ‘us 
a card) and you will see that I speak 
the truth,” he said, and Akyma will 
certainly be visited by your corre- 
spondent. ALBERTO CORLETTE.

‘It is hard,” the poet 
cries, “to be a Christian.” And who 
should know its hardness as well as he, 
the dreamer of visions, the lover of 
beauty, the builder of romantic ideals. 
These idealists of life—some of you will 
remember how James Russell Lowell 
speaks of them: 
*‘Hear them but speak, and you will feel

times, indeed, a man’s heart is full of 
confidence-and joy as he looks up into 
the face of God. Then no phrases are 
too splendid to' paint his delight in life. 
But the daily self-denial, the constant 
gift of ourselves to God, the purification 
of the heart; no'man can talk easily and 
lightly of that. It is harder than phy- 
sical energy, harder than intellectual 
work, harder to face than death itself, 

Let us consider, then, soberly and 
quietly, what self-denial really means 
in the life we have all of: us to live. 
What is it to take up our cross daily 
and follow God? It is to know what 
our weak points are, to fasten our at- 
tention upon them, to do what we can 
to overcome them. There is, for in- 
stance, the haunting habit of indolence. 
Few of us are so unfortunate as not to 
be compelled to work for our livelihood; 
‘the world asks, indeod, labor from 
most of us as a condition of being al- 
lowed to live. But there is all the dif- 
ference between tasks done with an eye 
on the clock,-and tasks done with all 
Our being in them, It is only the last, 
however, that please ourselves wholly, 
and so have a chance, perhaps, of partly 
pleasing others. I know how hard it is 
for some of us thus to press our nature 
into the labors of the day. Sometimes 
our place does not suit us, sometimes 
the zest has gone out of us, sometimes 
the material itself seems hopelessly ob- 
stinate. How often does his desk, his 
machine, his counter, loom up before 
& man’s eye like a dark and heavy 
cross! Now, there is where the chance 
+43 indolence comes in; there {s where 
But there, also, is where God’s lonely 
call for perseverance strikes upon the 
soul, and the chance for. self-denial hails 
us like a friend from some passing ship 
on the ocean of life.

Unseen of us 
the body accommodates itself more eas- 
ily to the weary task: invisibly the 
brain responds more clearly and firmly, 
like a furrow to the plowing thought; 
step by step, the man’s being enters 
more fully and powerfully into what he 
does. What is that but the prayer for 
self-sacrifice made tnto our flesh and 
blood? What is that but the word of 
God. coming to dwell in our hearts? 
What is that but God Himself incar- 
nate within us? 

Or there is, once more, the habit of 
playing with the greater or less venial 
sins of life, lust, dishonesty, drink, 
pride, avarice. The men are few—very 
few in - least my experience—who 
really intend to become the slaves of

For purity means vigor of vody, mind 
and heart; and sincerity means an erect 
head and fearlessness before men, and 
each defeat of temptation means step 
by step into inward power and peace.+- 
Take, my friend, then, the way @n 
more. of daily self-denial; send,- your 
prayer before you as a m2ss2nger trom 
your soul toward the kK of all rouls; 
and then stumble and fall yourself on- 
ward and upward and forward, — till 
you rise at last a newer and better man 
in the invisible presence of Him. who

We all need them. Every man here has 
his weaknesses; one or two that he 
dreads more than many enemies, one 
or two that he knows can and do de- 
stroy his power and banish peace.
